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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This communication is in response to applicant's 06/21/2001 in the application of Yun et 
al. for an "Apparatus and method for gating transmission of a data rate control channel in an 
HDR mobile communication system". 

Election/Restriction 



2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



I. Claims 1-6, 15-17, 20, 21, 36, 38, 39 and 41, 42 drawn to the Power Control 
including noise compensation of data transmission to the network: Subject matter 
including a technique to improve the quality of transmitted signals by eliminating 
unwanted or interfering signals. Wherein noise is compensated by controlling the 
electrical power or amplitude of the transmitted signal. Classified in class 370, 
subclass 318. 

II. Claims 7-13, 18, 19, 22-35 and 37, 40 drawn to the details of a process or 
apparatus for allocating a communication channel to a user or subscriber for 
transmission of information. Subject matter includes channel allocation in a 
cellular radiotelephone system, a private cordless telephone, and radio 
telecommunications system in general, respectively, classified in class 370, 
subclass 329. 
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3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II which has separate utility such as having 
details wherein allocating a communication channel to a user or subscriber for transmission of 
information, which does not include the particular listed of the invention I, such as method for a 
power control wherein noise is compensated by controlling the electrical power or amplitude of 
the transmitted signal. See MPEP ' 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II , restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
